The Future of Music in the West. 


At a period of Western life which is 
80 essentially constructive, one of t 
great defects is naturally the lack of 
attention to the finer arts. 

The country gimply abounds with 
opportunities of material advance- 
ment, and the struggle for worldly 
treasure there is a strong temptation 
to let the vision of higher things pass: 
We leave ourselves open to the ‘‘di- 
vine Sarah’s” criticism that Canada 
has no literature, no art as yet. But 
has Canada no school of art yet? 

Miss Forsyth’s Opinion. 

Has not Canada lately been giving 
some distinctively fresh and desirable 
additions to the world of music? And 
has not the West reason to hope that 
there will yet be a Western Cana- 
dian school? 

Apropos of this, in conversation re- 
cently with Miss Jean Forsyth, a 
well-known Canadian artiste, who has 
tecently made Edmonton her home, 
one asked :— 

“What difference do you note in 
musical conditions in Canada, east 
and west? Or have we any “musical 
conditions” here at all yet?” 

Miss Forsyth’s enthusiasm 
well worth looking on. 

“Surely,”’ she said, with character- 
istic energy, ‘the West has _ talent, 
more latent than developed it is true; 
but in time it will be developed. I 
know that Sir Alexander MacKenzie 
on his Canadian tour remarked upon 
the exceptionally good quality of the 
choruses he met with in these West- 
ern towns. 

This Altitude Good for ‘Voice. 

“Even though the voice-production 

was not always essentially correct, 
the quality of the voice was notably 
clear and good. The high and dry 
altitudes had something to do with 
this last, of course. 
“Then the examiner of the Royal 
Conservatory of Musie in London 
made a similar remark on one of his 
more recent visits to Canada. He 
said that while Australia possessed 
more developed talent, there was an 
abundance of good ‘material’ for mu- 
sicians in Canada—only that musical 
education was too frequently ne- 
glected. 

The West's Musical Progress. 

“But I can perceive a real progress 
musically in the West between Win- 
nipeg and the Coast in just the last 
Edmonton had an evi- 
dence of this a couple of weeks ago in 
the production of a Gilbert-Sullivan 
opera. The adaptability of those mu- 
sically inclined, and the interest they 
evince in a call for voices in ama- 
teur operas—these things are signifi- 
cant of the future. 
“Already Eastern Canada is thor- 
oughly awake musically, and these 
past. few years have been particularly 
productive. Pauline Donalda, the 
young prima donna of Montreal, al- 
ready rivals Albani’s fresher efforts; 
Francis McClennan and Florence Eas- 
ton have permanently made their 
way to the front; Eva Gauthier will 
make her way at recitals—these are 
only some of the singers of Eastern 
Canada,
